Here is a proposal that the 
Treasury department, Bureau of 
aving and Printing, issue a 
souvenir sheet of stamps in recog- 
nition of the stamp collectors of 
the nation, if for no other reason. 
There have been numerous print- 
ed guesses as to the number of 
collectors, the total ranging up 
to 10,000,000. 
‘Why not a special sheet of 12 
flag stamps, issued imperforate 
and ungummed? Every collector 
in the country would want and 
would buy at least one of the 
sheets at 60 cents, and figuring 
the number of collectors of Unit- 
ed States stamps at a minimum 
of only 1,000,000 the _ receipts 
from sale of the stamps would 
put $600,000 back in the govern- 
ment coffers, most of it clear pro- 
fit. 
The average American collec- 
tor, however, would desire and 
would purchase more than one 
sheet. In fact many of them would 
buy well into the hundred of 
sheets, figuring the expenditures 
as an investment, and judging 
by the rapid increase in the price 
of. special sheets heretofore is- 
sued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Bureau of Engraving and 
Printin the average collector 
e no mistake in laying 
mber of sheets, in fact 
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Immediately following the close 
of the war there would be a tre- 
mendous demand for such sheets 
from the countries that have been 
honored by the issuance of the 
stamps. 

If such a sheet should be issued 

it would be the hope of the stamp 
collectors generally that the print- 
ing be done through the award- 
ing of a contract to the American 
Bank Note company, if the stamps 
were to be issued perforated. This 
company certainly did an excel- 
lent job of printing in connection 
with the production of the 12 flag 
stamps. The American Bank Note 
company has produced many 
stamps in three and more colors 
for other countries and those na- 
tions have been able to make a 
nice profit through the sale of the 
stamps. 
‘The last souvenir sheet issued 
was the 10-cent green honoring 
the Society of Philatelic Ameri- 
tans on the occasion of the an- 
Qual convention of the organiza- 
tion at Asheville, N. C., in Aug- 
ust, 1937. 

In 1933 the treasury department 
honored the American Philatelic 
Society with two souvenir sheets, 
& one-cent sheet made up of 25 
stamps and a_ three-cent sheet 
Made up of 25 stamps, the occas- 
tion being the annual meeting of 
the organization, held in Chicago 

in August of 1933. 

There is no question but that

$6,200 Paid For Full 
Sheets '47 Reproductions 
In H.R. Harmer’s Sale 








A price of $6,200 was paid for 
the set of unique sheets of the 
1875 reproductions of the 5¢ and 
10c 1847’s in the -rare U. S. sale 
held October 30, 31 and Nov. 1 by 
H. R. Harmer, Inc., 32 E. 57th St., 
New York. These sheets have 
been in Europe for the past 40 
years, most of the time in the 
collection of Dr. G. J. Verburgt, 
The Hague. 

The also unique full sheet of 
100 of the 1c 1851 was sold for 
$2,200 in this auction. A recon- 
structed sheet of 40 of the 5c New 
York Postmaster’s stamp brought 
$1,020. 

An off-center used copy of the 
15c 1869 with inverted center 
went for $320. A mint block of 
six of the 24c 1869 realized $500, 
and a block of four of the 30c; 
750. A unique block of 15 of 
the 30c 1869 without grill sold for 
$1.450. 

Ezra Cole paid $250 for a beau- 
tiful mint centered block of six 
of the 10c 1873, which catalogues 
$290. A complete set of the 1895 
issue imperforate and in horizon- 
tal pairs sold for $505. 

The total was $29,504. 





New Stamp Of France 
The Flood Is Coming 





Last week we printed a descrip- 
tion of one of the new Allied Mil- 
itary Government stamps _ that 
have been prepared for use in 
France, just =s the issue was pre- 
pared for Italy. We referred to the 
illustration which did not appear. 
The cut had been given our print- 
ers but was apparently overlooked 
or mislaid. We now show an il- 
lustration of one of these stamps. 

In addition we also have an- 





other new French issue which we 
have not yet seen pictured. This 
comes from Pvt. Merrill Ormes 
who is in the European sector. 

We have no information as to 
the number of values in this set, 
but do have also a 1.50 Franc val- 
ue in brown. The stamp illustrated 
above is in violet. 

We are also advised that a new 
French set is being prepared in 
England. An illustration of one of 





these rew stamps seen in an Al- 
giers, Philatelic Publication leads 
to the belief that it will be a very 
beautiful set.

Same Nazi Stamps 
Used In All Of 
Occupied Europe 


From Sgt. Melvin Schirmer, 
somewhere in France we have 
copies of a Nazi “POSTKARTE”. 
This is a government printed 
Postal Card as we call them in 
this country. The card is print- 
ed in violet, has a stamp pictur- 
ing a court yard scene with a 
statue in the middle, the German 
eagle with swastika in the upper 
left corner. At the base is the 
word “GENERALGOUVERNE- 
MENT”, all one word as is the 
German custom with so many of 
the right upper corner is the fi- 
gure “13.” 

It is noted that the card does 
not bear the usual- words “Deut- 
ches Reich” as on German stamps 
and it bears no name of any other 
country. These cards are used 
universally throughout different 
occupied countries, thus one set 
of cards of various denomina- 
tions can apply for any territory. 
Rather a practical idea, to save 
production of different cards for 
each section, but a definite black- 
out of the country in which the 
ecards are used. Naturally, the 
place from which used is identi- 
fied by the Post Mark. The card 
at hand was posted at Lublin in 
Poland, addressed to Basel, Switz- 
erland. 

From the same correspondent 
we have .a pair-of lerge.-. size 
stamps somewhat similar to the 
Hitler Birthday Stamp, SP101. 
These bear the figure “12” but 
nothing indicates whether this 


is for Marks of Pf. The word 
“Deutsches Reich” and General- 
government” are in two lines 


across the base. The stamps are 
purple in color. These are also 
evidently used in any occupied 
territory since this pair is can- 
celed at “Lublin”. 

A stampless cover bearing the 
written inscription ‘“Feldpost” 
and postmarked at “Wein” is al- 
so at hand. This bears a circu- 
lar handstamp with the German 
Eagle and Swastika.

Sources Of Information Disagree

Hints And Suggestions 
To Auction Bidders 


To make life a bit more pleas- 


ant for the Auction Dealers, I 
suggest: 
That Bidders who expect to 


have lots sent promptly after a 
sale, give a good credit reference 
or some dealer, who extends him 
credit. It is surprising that quite 
a number of new bidders in each 
sale give no credit information. 
Would any Department Store or 
Merchant send merchandise to an 
unknown on credit? 

Some references say “Any Bank 
or any Dealer”. This is too indef- 
inite. We do not know the names 
and addresses of thcusands of 
banks in hundreds of towns and 
ho collector has*éredit with every 
dealer. We cannot spend six 
cents per dealer to a dozen dealers 
to ascertain if he knows the party. 
Some say “S. P. A. or A. P. S. 
Member” but do not give their 
membership number, which is 
necessary for a quick check-up. 

It is also advisable for the bid- 
der to both print and write out 
his name and print his address. 
Some write a poor hand which the 
average person cannot decipher. 

Some expect credit by saying 
“they are a member of their local 
stamp club.” No dealer has the 
membership list of hundreds of lo- 
cal clubs and this is seldom an 
acceptable reference for $50.00 or 
more credit, anyhow. 

The above, from M. Ohlman of 
New York will doubtless meet 
with the approval of other Auc- 
tion Dealers.

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Korean Flag Stamp 
Offers Opportunity 
For Real Research 





Receipt of First Day Covers with 
the new Korean Flag stamp has 
proved the old statement that col- 
lectors do study ti.eir stamps for a 
sight of the stamp brought forth 
the magnifying glass and a close 
examination, 

On the other hand we had ca- 
cheted envelopes in colors, which 
pictured the flag but hardly gave 
them a second look. Now that we 
have the stamp, we note the flag 
on it and thought to compare this 
flag with that used on the cachets 
of various publishers. 

The first thing we found was 
that no two flags agreed in ar- 
rangement of the central figure or 
in the arrangement of the small 
line marks in the corners of the 
flag. 

Certainly, there must be a right 
and proper arrangement for the 
“whirligig” pattern in the central 
circle as well as for the small line 
marks in the corners. 

It is of course conceivable that 
the artists who made the various 
cachet designs may have taken a 
hurried glance at the flag as pic- 
tured in some book and dashed 
off their drawing which seems to 
be a very simple pattern, yet a- 
gain, there must be a right and 
wrong arrangement and why not 
have it right. 

Local information through the 
Library here is nil. A very good 
article is in the stamp column of 
James Waldo Fawcett, but this 
article carries no illustration of 
the flag but does give a very de- 
tailed description with regard to 
the four corner markings. These 
markings as explained and as 
their positions are recorded do not 
agree with those shown on the 
stamp. The two markings in the 
upper left and lower right corners 
are as shown on the flag while 
the two in the upper right and 
lower left corner are transposed 
on the flag stamp. 

We note also in the article by 
Mr. Fawcett that the colors of the 
flag of Korea are red and black on 
a white field. The stamp as issued 
are red and blue on a white field. 

We call attention to this solely 
because we would wonder if the 
article by Mr. Fawcett is correct 
as to colors and if so, why has the 
Postoffice Department chosen to 
change those colors. 

Go to your local library or to 
your college library and start a 
little research work of your own.

THE BOYS WERE MARCHING 
—At the annual meetings of APS 
and SPA it was decided that the 
two organizations would sponsor 
a committee working jointly for 
the gathering and distribution of 
stamps and accessories for service 
men, wounded in action, or other 
wise, who are in hospitals. Since 
those meetings I have seen the 
mames of various area chairmen 
who have been appointed to gath- 
er in these stamps. What I have 
been patiently waiting to read, 
and without success, have been 
some of the boys who are able to 
write so prolifically on the dot in 
the 1876 24c stamp of India, or 
the Premier Gravures, or the en- 
velopes of the U. S. or those who 
have nothing else to do but sit at 
their typewriters all day and pick 
quarrels on the stationary of the 
20 organizations of which they are 
president, secretary, or on the 
11th committee from the bottom; 
to come out and make a strong 
plea for some real stamps _ for 
those boys. 

It so happens that I belong to a 
small organization that has priv- 
ately done some distributing of 
stamps to these men in hospitals 
and I know the need for this ma- 
terial, so pardon me if I am an 
ignoramus about the finer points 
of philatelly, but bear with me 
while I tell you what the boys 
can use. Some of these service 
men and women were stamp col- 
lectors as kids and have a smat- 
tering of knowledge about stamps. 
Others were collectors befote they 
entered the services and have sent 
for their collections. The bulk of 
them know nothing about stamps. 
For the past two years some of 
us have been doing war work of 
one kind or another. Some of us 
haven’t. For your information, 
and no credit to myself, I have 
been doing essential war work, 
and did not get into a uniform 
because I hovered on the brink of 
the age limit. What I started out 
to say was—most of us have been 
making a lot of money, heaps of 
it. We've been working in war 
plants, essential jobs, etc. The 
stamp dealers have given gener-~ 
ously (some of them) to the Red 
Cross, the USO, etc. . 
Now we are asked to give 
stamps to the boys in hospitals 
through organized committees. If 
the stamp dealers will think for 
a moment, they will realize that 
they may be interesting a lot of 
men and women in collecting by 
giving properly, so that when 
these boys and girls are released 
they will be brand new custom- 
ers. 

Your daily newspapers are 
afraid to tell you the true stories 


pitals. It doesn’t make for good 
“family” reading. But I'll tell you. 
While we were making all the 
money we have today, these boys 
and girls slithered through sleet, 
snow, rain, muck and mire. Some 
of them were killed. Some of them 
were torn by shrapnal, by flying 
bits of metal, bullets and other 
horrors of war. Now they are 
back. One or two legs gone. One 
arm gone. If both arms are gone, 
they won’t need your contribution 
of stamps for awhile. Eyes, noses, 
mouths, ears and parts of heads 
and chests shot away. Men whose 
minds wander, men who are 
blind. Men who will never speak 
again, never hear again. Not a 
pleasant story, eh? Maybe it 
shouldn’t be told in Linn’s either. 
But it is, and I'll tell you why it’s 
here. It’s to tell you that when 
you are approached for a contri- 
bution of stamps and accessories, 
I pray for your soul if you dig 
down and bring out the heavily 
cancelled items that you were go- 
ing to throw away anyway. Forget 
that packet material from Austria 
and Hungary and Germany and 
Japan and all the rest of the Balk-

Whether we like it or not the 
Dated overprint is here to stay a 
while at least and if you have 
prejudiced yourself against them 
you are making a grevious error. 
Of course you don’t need to go 
in for the things in an “All Out” 
manner but just take note of 
the nice ones and go after the 
more interesting ones especially 
the printed dateds. I have been 
sorting out my dateds as I went 
along and the other day I looked 
them over and put them in ap- 
proval cards. One thing I noticed 
before I had went very far and 
that there are quite a few that 
you will have to save in pairs 
in order to get one good dated im- 
pression. These of course occur in 
the hand applied overprints where 
not much care is exercised in its 
application. Too, you will have to 
leave the selvege on some stamps 
to get all the legend of the over- 
print. When it comes to sorting I 
sort them generally and not by 
their specific dates. Of course if 
you have thousands of the things 
you will have to break them up 
more. I just sort out the 1926 bur- 
eaus then the 1926 city types if 
any. The presidential wide bur- 
eaus then the narrows. If there 
are integrals the 1926 then the 
Presidents. Of course I file these 
according to their denomination. 
I might have ten copies of the old 
10c bureau but there probably are 
three or four or more different 
month dates in the bunch. For 
the smaller collector I think this 
is the quickest way of sorting 
and filing DATEDS. How do you 
handle yours.
